Conclusion 

2. The above changes have been made along the same lines as the changes to 
independent claims 1,17 and 19, so as to avoid application of the reference to 
Bumgarner, which would have remained applicable to claims 38 and 39 under 35 USC 
§102 had these changes not been made. Applicant's comments directed to the 
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application of tlie references to Couderc et al. and De Bortoli et al. with respect to the 
previously advanced rejection under 35 USC §103 directed to claims 38 and 39 are 
persuasive.
